Native Indian Soldiers. 


India pays for her army, but she. does 


not pay for our fleet, and it is onr fleet 
and not her army -which saves her from, 
the invasions which if we lost command 
of the sea -would in three years destroy 
at once her commercial prosperity and 
her immunity from internal disorder. 
She ought not to pay extra money for a 
project -which is ours, but it is perfectly 
fair that she should pay the wages and 
expenses -which she would pay if the 
troops were at home. Her garrison is 
not the feebler, but tho stronger, for a 
spell of foreign work, which reveals and 
cures defects of equipment, which binds 
officers and men' together as nothing 
else does, and which, above all, gives 
the fighting races—Sikhs, Pathans and 
Mahrattas—an outlet for their inborn 
military spirit There is no education 
for soldiers like a well managed expe- 
dition, more especially if- they ore men 
who enjoy it and if they belong to 
races which tend to despondency and 
fat if they never have anything to do. 


We think it quite fine if Canadian or 


Australian regiments volunteer to help 
us, and not to mention that every native 
soldier is a volunteer who enlists un 
compelled even by "tho stern conscrip 
tion of hunger," among the Sikhs and 
Pathaus, at nil events, a calJ for volun. 
tccrs would be answered by entire regi 
ments stepping to tho front. They love 
the excitement of campaigning, which 
to them seems life. It is nonsense to 
talk cf "mercenaries" in an empire 100 
years old. It is as much their interest 
while the empire lasts that it should 
succeed in war as it is ours, and, pro- 
vided there is no conscription, wo see 
no more moral objection to calling on 
her majesty's Indian than on her maj- 
esty's British or Irish subjects to fighl 
on her behalf.—London Spectator.

Born criminals no donbt there are in 


plenty, jnst as there are "bom greengro 
cers—that is to say, men and \vome 
whose circumstances and association 
from birth have been such as to impe 
them toward a career of dishonesty, jus 
as other men's opportunities and limita 
tions lead them, to a livelihood by 
green grocery. 


Born criminals again in another sense 


there are—that is to say, men born wit 
stronger passions or weaker wills than 
the majority of their fellows—bat thes 
again can scarcely be Raid to constitnt 
a criminal type, for whether their nat- 
ural characteristics will lead them int 
crjme or not is, after all, if you examin 
the matter closely, almost entirely 
question of circumstance. Placed in cer 
tain circumstances, the man whose teni 
per is rather worse than the average 
whose fear of the law is rather less 
•whose instinct for honesty is rathe 
weaker, will fall into crime. In othe 
circumstances, if he is free from th 
temptations caused by poverty or is re 
strained by the influence of his friend 
or his family, he will remain a respeci 
ablo member of society. In a word, w 
shall be inclined to believe, till evidenc 
to the contrary is produced, that th 
difference between those of us who ar 
confined within jail walls and thos 
whoielain their freedom takes its origi 
more often from a difference of circnm 
stances than from any very marked 
feronce ot character at the outset.—

t,( aJ Owing to tho extreme secrecy and 
i -i In'ivcncEs of the Druso character it 
i-, most difficult to gam an insight into 
'!u ir in>ior rites and tenets, and it re 
'jnirea many years of intercourse with 
mem and the firm establishment of re 
lations of mutual confidence and trust 
before ouo can be in a position to learn 
anythi ag concerning them. — Black- 
wood's Magazine.

A FORGOTTEN CHAPEL. 


It Was Walled Up In the Vatican Despite 


Its Beautiful Decorations. 


The oldest decorated walls in the 


palace are those by Fra Angehco in the 
chapel of Nicholas. For some reason or 
other this chapel at ono tirae ceased to 
be used, tho door was walled up, and 
the vciy existence of the place was for 
gotten. 
In the last century Bottari, 


having read about it iu Vasari, set to 
work to find it, and at last got into it 
through the window which looks upon 
the rool|jof tho Sistmo chapel 
The 


story, which is undoubtedly true, gives 
an idea of the vaatness of the palace, 
and certainly suggests the possibility of 
more forgotten treasures of art shut np 
in forgotten rooms. 


Ono other such at least there is. High 


up in rho Eorgia tower, above the stanze 
of RaphaoJ, is a suit; of rooms oiico in- 
habited by Cardinal Bibbiona, of the 
Chigi family, and used since then by 
more than ono assistant secretary of 
state. There is a small chapol there, 
with a window looking upon an inner 
court, which was once tho luxurious 
cardinal's bathroom, and was beauti- 
fully painted by Raphael in fresco, with 
mythological subjects. In 1835, accord- 
ins to Orowo and Oavalcascllo, Passa- 
vant saw it n« it had originally been, 
with tho frescos, though ranch damaged, 
still beautiful, and the marble bath still 
in its place in a nicho painted with 
river gods. In ono of the Vatican's pe- 
riodical fits of prudery the frescoes 
were completely hidden with a wooden 
wainseot, tno bathtub was taken away 
and tho room v, us turned into a chapel. 
It is believed, however, that the paint- 
ings still exist behind their present cov- 
eiuig.—F Marion Ciawford in Century.
